CHAPTER 519. 
AN ACT to amend subsection 2 and to create subsection 4 of 

section 748m of the statutes, relating to unclaimed money in 
the hands of county treasurers. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. Subsection 2 of section 748m of the statutes is 

amended to read: (Section 748m) 2. Two years after the 
passage and publication of this act, the clerk of any circuit, dis-
trict, municipal, or other court of record holding or having in 
his possession any such moneys, securities, or funds, shall turn 
the same over to the county treasurer, and the county treasurer 
and his successors in office shall hold the same for a period of 
six years unless sooner demanded by and turned over to the le-
gal owner or owners thereof, except as provided in subsection 4 
hereof. 

SECTIoN 2. There is added to section 748m of the statutes a 
new subsection to read: (Section 748m) 4. In case any such 
money constitutes a portion of the assets of an insolvent person, 
copartnership or corporation it shall be held by the county treas-
urer for one year after the passage and publication of this act 
unless sooner turned over to the legal owner or owners thereof. 
At the end of said year the judge of the circuit court of said 
county on the petition of the county treasurer shall cause a no-
tice to be published once a week for six successive weeks in some 
newspaper in said county, that such county treasurer has such 
unclaimed money, and specifying a time not more than four 
months after the date of the first publication within which cred-
itors of such insolvent shall present their claims for examina-
tion and allowance. Such notice shall state the amount of money 
to which said notice applies, when it was deposited with the 
county treasurer, the source from which derived, and all other 
facts which will help to identify the fund. All claims shall be 
verified and filed with the county treasurer on or before the date 
specified, or be barred. On the day specified in said notice the 
county treasurer shall apply to the said judge for an order al- 
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lowing or rejecting such claims and authorizing the payment of 
all claims allowed. If any claim presented is rejected for any 
reason ten days additional time shall be given the claimant in 
which to present satisfactory proofs. The order shall direct the 
money paid to those creditors who filed and had their claims al-
lowed, the money to be divided pro rata. If no claims are filed 
or allowed such money shall be hell as provided in subsections 
2 and 3 of this section. The statute of limitation shall not be 
pleaded to any claim filed within the time limited in said notice. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take elect upon passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 520. 
AN ACT to amend sections 20.17, 20.31, subsection (1) of sec-

tion 20.33 and subsection (8) of section 20.84 of the statutes, 
relating to public printing ; and to repeal section 373g of the 
statutes, relating to the same subject. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Section 20.17 of the statutes is amended by strik-
ing therefrom the word "six" where it occurs immediately be-
fore the word thousand and by inserting in place thereof the 
word "four." 

SECTION 2. Section 20.31 of the statutes is amended by strik-
ing therefrom the following language, namely, "the suitable 
binding or rebinding of said historical society's British Patent 
Reports, British Parliamentary Reports, unbound books, docu-
ments, manuscripts, newspaper files containing legal notices, and 
other periodicals which the society shall, from time to time, re-
ceive as the trustee of the state." 

SECTION 3. Subsection 1 of section 20.33 of the statutes is 
amended to read : (20.33) (1) Job printing includes all 
such labels, envelopes, letterheads, noteheads, billheads, blanks 
of all kinds, blank books, folders, circulars, postal cards, 
announcements, instructions, bulletins, cards for card cata-
logues, indexes, questions for bar, medical, civil service, teachers' 
or other examinations, slips, pay rolls, statements, tables of re-
ceipts and disbursements, certificates, directories, election and 
other notices, sample ballots, lists of candidates, and such other 
printing not specified in this chapter as may be permitted or re-
quired by law and necessary for the use of the University of
